Among  other  growing  and 
flourishing  towns,  Milton  is  justly  entitled  to  her  share  of  those 
beautiful  summer  residences,  the  magnificent  palaces  of  merchant 
princes,  the  spacious  temples  of  learning,  and  the  enchanting  homes 
of  our  Jirst  men — the  industrious  mechanics — which,  ever3nvhere 
in  the  vicinity  of  Boston,  form  the  chief  attraction,  and  have  long 
since  become  the  topic  of  common  remark.

No  —  but  that  the  fii'st  price  put  upon  the  article 
should  be  a  low  one  —  one  that  will  ensure  the  buyer  the  worth  of  his 
money,  all  will  admit. 

Now  it  must  be  evident  that  the  person  possessed  of  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  his  business,  who  buys  his  goods  for  cash,  and  sells  them  at  one 
price  for  cash,  can  afford  them  at  veiy  much  less  prices  than  tho.se  who 
l3uy  their  stock  for  credit,  and  give  more  or  less  credit  on  their  sales  ;  for 
goods  can  be  bought  in  quantities  at  a  great  discount  for  cash,  and  in 
many  instances  for  less  than  half  a  credit  market  price. 

One  evil  generates  many  others  in  this  business,  the  first  of  which  is 
the  great  consumption  of  time  to  both  parties,  and  most  particularly  to 
the  seller,  whose  rent  and  other  expenses  are  every  moment  accumulating 
with  a  ruinous  rapidity  ;  whereas,  if  one  .satisfactory  price  was  asked,  the 
trade  could  be  finished  in  one  fourth  of  the  time  usuallj'  consumed,  con- 
sequently the  merchandise  could  be  afforded  at  a  much  less  rate,  for  this 
simple  reason  alone  —  and  still  there  are  many  other  reasons.  Those 
who  give  no  credit  make  no  losses.  This  is  a  great  saving  to  the  cash 
huyer  — he  gets  the  value  of  his  money  without  being  obliged  to  sustain 
a  portion  of  the  losses  made  upon  credit  customers;  and  one  salesman 
will  do  the  business  of  four  nitn  who  are  attempting  to  sell  goods  upon 
the  miser.ible  system  of  many  prices. 

I  could  enumerate  reasons  enough  to  fill  a  volume,  but  will,  with  your 
leave,  make  the  above  suffice  for  the  time,  and  finish  by  saying  that  the 
busine.'js  of  .Moore's  North  American  Clothing  House  is  conducted  en- 
tirely upon  the  one  price  cash  system,  which  enables  the  Proprietor  of 
the  above  to  sell  his  stock  for  little  more  than  one  half  the  common 
market  price.
